Marion Men Recreate Bark Wanderer 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Tabor Academy Trustee and Marion resident 
David Barker's lifelong passion for ships and maritime 
history can be traced back to his father's recovering rare 
artifacts from the whaling bark Wanderer the day after it 
ran aground on the rocks off Cuttyhunk Island some 81 
years ago. 

"When the Wanderer was wrecked on Cuttyhunk 
(Island in 1924), my father and his brother were on their 
sailboat in Vineyard Haven and the next day they were 
sailing down Vineyard Sound and they found (pieces) 
floating in the water," Mr Barker said. 

Mr. Barker's dad had, in fact, recovered two 
belaying pins and a blubber knife sheath, all of which Mr. 
Barker now displays proudly in his Marion den, flanked 
by half-hull mounted boat models, sailing photographs, 
and countless books on maritime history. 

"These items had obviously washed overboard 
during the wreck and they plucked them out of the wa- 
ter," he said. 

It was these three historical finds passed down in 
his family that inspired Mr. Barker to learn all he could 
about ships and whaling and what began his fascina- 
tion with the final whaling bark built in Mattapoisett, the 
iconic Wanderer.

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Birdsall built a replica of the similar whaling bark Charles 
W. Morgan a few years back, Mr. Barker readily offered to 
purchase it, but admitted he didn't want it — he wanted 
something else. 

"I said I want a museum-quality model of the 
Wanderer," Mr. Barker said. "The reason I wanted a model 
of the Wanderer and not the Charles W. Morgan was ... (my 
father's finds)." 

Mr. Barker even agreed to build the hull of the 
intricate model himself — having been experienced with 
making half-hull models — but he needed Mr. Birdsall's 
unique talents to reproduce all the painstaking rigging 
and miniature detail for the whaling bark. Mr. Birdsall 
most recently completed a similarly-detailed model of 
the infamous "ghost ship" Mary Celeste for the Sippican 
Historical Society. 

The pair embarked on what would become a 
year-long project to recreate the Wanderer after obtaining 
copies of the original shipbuilding blueprints for the ves- 
sel from the New Bedford Whaling Museum. 

"I had purchased plans for the Wanderer ... so I 
said to Neale, let's you and 1 jointly make a museum-qual- 
ity model of the Wanderer and I'll do the easy part — I'll 
do the hull," Mr. Barker said. "And you do all the rigging 
and the fittings and everything else. He had to do the real 
dirty work and he did the majority of it." 

Mr. Barker's proposal was then to give the model 
of the Charles W. Morgan back to Mr. Birdsall in exchange 
for the new Wanderer model.

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"This was essentially Neale Birdsall's first scratch- 
built model" made without the benefit of a starter kit, Mr. 
Barker said. "The only difference from the real boat is ... 
a hole over the try works." This opening was added, Mr. 
Barker explained, to allow a clearer view into where the 
whale blubber was boiled down into oil and barreled for 
the return voyage. 

Other interesting and seldom-depicted features 
of the ship include a wooden latticed cage where chickens 
were kept on board for food and a similar crate to hold 
fresh vegetables for the crew. 

Striking details such as real copper sheathing lin- 
ing the lower hull and the golden eagle protruding from 
below the ship's bowsprit are examples of the modelers

unique crafting talents. 

"At the (New Bedford) Whaling Museum, they 
have the original eagle," Mr. Barker said, noting he stud- 
ied it closely to get it "just right." 

Although the New Bedford Whaling Museum 
also has a couple of models of the famous whaler on 
display at their museum, it is readily apparent that Mr. 
Barker's meticulous replica easily surpasses them in terms 
of detail and authenticity. 

"When Neale and I agreed to do this, we said we 
were going to make a museum-quality model better than 
any one before," Mr. Barker said. 

A 1946 graduate of Tabor Academy, Mr. Barker 
recently invited students from his alma mater to visit his 
home to view the model. The students are all enrolled in 
the school's "Whales and Whaling" course which incorpo- 
rates marine and nautical sciences, history, literature and 
art to learn the full story of the giant mammals and ships 
which were used to himt them. 

Project Update 
Island Wharf Work Complete, Meeting 
Planned 

Work on the stormwater treatment facilities 
for the lower Marion village drainage system has been 
completed. Planting of the landscaping, mulching, and 
hydro-seeding of the field was completed the first week 
of October. The finished system treats stormwater from a 
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7.5-acre watershed which includes the commercial areas 
on Front Street, Cottage Street, and Island Wharf Road. 

Stormwater from this area flowed off the imper- 
vious surfaces (roads, driveways and rooftops) and was 
directed, through the town's storm drain system directly 
into Sippican Harbor. Stormwater runoff is now the lead- 
ing cause of impairment to Marion's waterways. Roads 
and parking lots collect grease, oil, antifreeze, and other 
vehicle leakage; heavy metals from brake dust; as well as 
litter, other debris, and pathogens. All of these pollutants 
were flushed into Sippican Harbor by rain and melting 
snow. Treated runoff will now pass through one of seven 
biofilters which filter suspended sediments and other pol- 
lutants.

Since there was little landscaped area between 
the Marion General Store parking lot and Cottage Street, 
biofiltration of storm water was achieved through the 
diversion of the storm water runoff to a large basin on the 
north edge of the Island Wharf field. Due to the proxim- 
ity to the harbor, the Island Wharf area has a high water 
table; which could have been a design limitation. To work 
aroimd this issue, subsurface drains (imder-drains) are 
used to prevent the creation of mosquito habitat and to 
ensure flow through the system. 

Maintenance for bioretention landscape area 
is not much different from that required for a standard 
landscape area: annual testing of soil pH, mulching, in- 
spection of plants for pests, pruning for shape and vigor, 
and regular litter removal. The old stormwater discharges 
adversely impacted our shellfish beds and a public swim- 
ming area. The area just north of the bandstand at Island 
Wharf was continuously closed to shellfishing due to 
storm water pollution. The new biofilters will ensure that 
over 90 percent of the annual rainfall is effectively treated. 

To restore soils in the field the town tilled in four 
inches of compost. This practice will significantly improve 
detention/ infiltration and reduce storm runoff from the 
field. The compost will help to grow a healthy lawn with 
little water, fertilizer or pesticides. The compost helps the 
soil absorb and store water, and purifies nmof f .

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, November 15 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Jonathan Henry.

The board first met with the Board of Assessors 
to conduct their annual Tax Qassification Hearing at 7:05 
pm.

estimated tax rate would be $7 per $1,000 of valuation, 
meaning an average home or business valued at $200,000 
would be assessed $1,400 annually in taxes, property 
valued at $300,000 would be assessed $2,100 each year, 
and property valued at $400,000 would be assessed $2,800 
annually.

compensate the town's Electrical, Gas and Plumbing 
Inspectors. 

"It's been a long time coming ... they've been 
grossly underpaid," Mr. Moore said. "I don't know when 
the last time we increased fees, but I know the inspector's 
fees haven't gone up since the mid- to late-1980s." 

Among the key recommended adjustments to the 
fee schedule: reinspections fees up from $25 to $35 each;

SIGNS OF AGINGS 

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
hut wanders around the house all night. Yesterday I found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as 
in a person. Signs of senility in dogs are associated with 
changes in normal behavior patterns. Wandering at 
night, inappropriate barking, accidents in the house, star- 
ing into space and getting lost all can be signs of degen- 
eration of the brain. 

There are some new treatments available for 
senility in dogs. One is a new prescription diet from 
Hills that is loaded with antioxidants and things like glu- 
cosamine. Surprisingly, we have had some really good 
results where dogs become more playful, alert and more 
like their old selves after a few weeks on this new food.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

November 14, 2005

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, November 14 
at 7:01 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the No- 
vember 7 meeting, with Selectman Morse abstaining. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon requested the board to make a formal mo- 
tion to have the Animal Control Department fall under 
and answer to the Police Chief from this point on. The 
board unanimously approved a motion to that effect. Mr. 
Huntoon also suggested the board make a formal motion 
to close the Rochester Town Hall on Friday, November 
25 — the day after Thanksgiving — keeping in line with 
other area Town Halls.

Derailed. Starring Clive Owen and Jennifer 
Aniston. Directed by Mikael Hafstrom. Running 
time: 100 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

What is the RZA doing playing a mailroom 
worker in the low-rent Miramax leftover Derailedl 
Either with his Wu Tang Clan or by himself, RZA is 
I one of the cooler musicians around, especially his 
atmospheric soundtracks for Kill Bill and Ghost Dog. 
Yet here he is as a mailroom schlep named Winston. 
While we're on the subject of wasted talent, what's Tom Conti doing 
in this? Fans of his work in movies like Saving Grace and Reuben, 
Reuben twenty years ago might want to see him in Derailed if they 
want to get depressed at how much fat and gray hair he's gained. Oh 
yeah, and Clive Owen? Jennifer Aniston? Vincent Cassel? These are 
not untalented people. 

I meander because I'm putting off the actual review. Derailed is 
my least favorite kind of movie to write about, because there's so little 
I'm allowed to write about without treading into spoiler territory. I can 
set it up for you: Owen plays an exhausted family man (his daughter 
is very ill with diabetes) who encounters Aniston on his train to work. 
They are both married; she is lonely all the time because hubby is either 
working or golfing. She seems like a good way for him to stop thinking 
about his problems for a while. Which turns out to be true — he gains 
all new problems. The couple impulsively select a dingy hotel for their 
first tryst, and their foreplay is rudely interrupted by Vincent Cassel, 
the French actor who specializes in violent men who don't give a lot 
of thought to their actions. Cassel, playing a mugger, steals the lovers' 
money, pistol-whips Owen, and rapes Aniston. 

Things get worse for Owen, as they always do in such thrillers. 
He can't go to the police. He can't tell his wife. He can't do much of 
anything except capitulate when Cassel blackmails him into shaking 
loose $10,000, then $100,000. And, dear God, he's been saving that 
money for seven years for his sick daughter's experimental diabetes 
medicine! At some point I wished Owen were in Sin City again and 
could just shove Cassel's head into a toilet. I know Owen is trying to 
show some range, and he was fine in the nonviolent drama Closer, 




where he still had a bit of a snarl in his voice. Here he's pretty much a 
wimp in the mold of Dustin Hoffman in Straw Dogs, the kind of wimp 
who must implausibly turn the tables on his brutal nemesis by the end 
of the movie. 

Vincent Cassel almost saves the film, especially when he pays a 
surprise visit to Owen's house, posing as one of his clients, and puts 
on a respectable show of manners for Owen's clueless wife. His evil is 
at least fun to watch. I can't say as much for Jennifer Aniston, who has 
been trying a bit too hard to shake off the whole comedy thing post- 
Friends. She's highly appealing within certain parameters, but there's 
a lot here she just can't pull off. In her final scene she's utterly blank, 
perhaps suggesting that shedoesn'treally understand what she's playing 
— or really doesn't like it. To say more, again, would venture into the 
land of spoilers. 

Derailed is the American debut of Mikael Hafstrom, a Swedish 
director of various horror films. He gets the drab tone of Chicago, the 
movie's constantly rainy setting, and he sets up a decent shock when 
a character exits the movie rather prematurely. But one of Hafstrom's 
favorite gimmicks here — to lay in an ominous thud on the soundtrack 
whenever Cassel gives Owen an unwanted phone call — is repeated 
just enough to become laughable. Screenwriter Stuart Beattie, whose 
Collateral is a much better example of the form, starts oif well with 
sly-verging-on-shy banter between the lovers, but then he brings in 
tired elements like a homicide cop (Giancarlo Esposito, and, man, he 
got old) who starts hounding Owen after a murder. Talent is involved 
everywhere in Derailed, and it all gets trashed in the final reel for the 
sake of teasing and then appeasing a bored November audience. There 
might have been a workable alternative to Zathura for adults last week- 
end. This isn't it.
